Congress Hears How 
Kennedy Is Victor 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon had 
the ironic duty of officially pro­ 
claiming today that he lost the 
Nov.

That announcement confirms for 
the history books what the elec­ 
tors of the 50 states made official 
when they met in their respective 
state capitols Dec. 19 and cast 
their votes. 
The formality includes no ref­ 
erence to the popular vote: 34,221,- 
531 for 
Kennedy 
34,108.474 for 
Nixon, That gave kennedy a m ar­ 
gin of 113,057. 
Post office officials here were 
alerted to give speedy handling to 
an official registered letter from 
Hawaii. The letter contains certi­ 
fication that Kennedy is entitled to 
the state’s three electoral votes. 
The final decision —giving 
Ken­ 
nedy the state by 115 votes—had 
been delayed by a recount.

Just a few years ago a snow such as this 
vould have ham strung the community, 
t has only been in the last IO years that a 
echnique has been developed for handling 
arge quantities of snow. 
Many years ago nothing was done, but 
here w asn't any automobile traffic either. 
Then when cars became numerous, they 
lad to be left in the g a r a g e when a 
arge snow hit. 
The 1950 deluge caught most Ohio com­ 


munities without the knowledge and equip­ 
ment to handle large quantities of snow. 
This resulted in a severe strain on the ec­ 
onomics of the city. Residents couldn't get 
out to shop and the city didn't have the 
money to afford expensive snow removal 
operations. 
We’ve come a long way since the 1950 
snow. A heavy grader is used by the Ser­ 
vice Department to move the snow into 
the center of the s t r e e t . Cars can move 
and park near the curb. People can get 
out to shop. They are happier and so are 
the merchants.

Stockpiles—Question for Congress

To stockpile or not to stockpile — and if 
•es. how much of what and in what form 
- may require lengthy attention from the 
hghty-Seventh Congress. 
Opponents and supporters of military 
tockpiles are now forming ranks behind 
ritics and defenders on civil defense em- 
rgency stockpiles, in a fight which should 
esolve the broad policy of m aterial re- 
erves to be held in readiness for an emer- 
;ency everyone hopes will never come. 
Military preparedness and resultant ov- 
rhead now cost the United States a mini- 
num of $40 billion a year. Of this huge out- 
av. an unknown percentage buys m ater- 
al not now needed but which will be stock- 
>iled for use in case of war. The policy of 
lerpetual stockpiling of military weapons 
tnd supplies is a carryover from the scar­ 
ey of military stocks during World War 
I. 
Billions of dollars worth of this m aterial 
s now in storage, together with acres of 
ntohballed vehicles and planes and har­ 
lots f i l l e d with warships. Has the evo- 
ution of w arfare into massive destruction 
nd missile retaliation obsoleted much or 


all of the need for prolonged stockpiling 
of war materiel? T h e r e will be strong 
argum ents in favor of diminishing stock­ 
piles, aided by proponents of greater re­ 
serves of civil defense material. 
Administrators of the Office of Civil De­ 
fense Mobilization have been severely crit­ 
icized for not stockpiling greater quantit­ 
ies of civilian .supplies which would be in 
urgent demand in event of nuclear war. 
Medical supplies, food, clothing, fuel, el­ 
ectric generating equipment, shelter and 
assorted household necessities would be 
n e e d e d in mountainous quantities in the 
event of nuclear attack on only one major 
city, yet government warehouses through­ 
out the nation contain only $200 million 
worth of these goods. 
Considered by itself, $200 million is a lot 
of money, but it is less, for example, than 
the sum s p e n t by the Navy for one air­ 
craft carrier — also a reserve item needed 
only in case of hostilities. Is t h e r e not 
an imbalance here which could compound

NEW YORK

an already confused domestic eco­

And guessing right along 
with them are those who work for 
them or are laid off currently. 
Stock markets show their usual 
nervous reaction to any threat to 
peace or to any foreshadowing of 
increased defense spending. The 
last time was the Suez crisis. Be­ 
fore that it was Viet Nam. And 
in 1950 it was the real thing, the 
Korean War. 
Business 
planners 
of 
t%Vs 
course arr now trying to fit into 
it the probable effects of the blow­ 
ups in Cuba and Laos. These could 
increase demand for some prod­ 
ucts or snarl pipelines of suppliers 
of raw materials. 
Trade with Cuba has dwindled 
to such a trickle that breaking 
off of 
diplomatic 
relations 
can 
have but minor effect on the to­ 
tals of imports from or exports to 
that troubled island. 
But the stock market Wednes­ 
day seemed to say that the ef­ 
fects on the domestic economy 
could be important nevertheless. 
Stocks of companies that could 
get bigger defense type orders— 
or at least anticipate no drop from 
present order levels—took sizable 
jumps. Suppliers of the raw m a­ 
terials for the making of defense 
items also chalked up stock price 
advances. 
Any 
threat 
to 
regular 
world 
movement of raw materials also 
excites the markets in such com­ 
modities or semifinished products. 
First reactions often p row over­ 
done. The m arket first reacts to 
the potentials in a foreign crisis. 
The shouting may die down—and 
along with it the stock m arket’s 
rise or fall. 
Also in any day'* trading one 
news item is most unlikely to be 
the sole cause of price fluctua­ 
tions. Many purely domestic eco­ 
nomic considerations doubtless en­ 
tered into Wednesday’s big upturn 
in prices. 
But tile coinciding of the stock 
m arket’s best rise in many a moon 
with the break in relations witn 
( uba, and with the growing worry 
lest Laos become the scene of a 
new brush war, can t be over­ 
looked . 
Most Wall Street observers deny 
strenuously 
that 
the 
market 
thrives on war. sickens tin talk of 
peace. Statistics bear them out. 
Defense stocks do go up on war 
threats. But war itself cuts the 
business of many civilian-Serving 
companies. And these peacetime 
companies 
far outnumber 
those 
that gain defense orders. 
Also most makers of military’ 
hardware have active and thriv­ 
ing 
civilian 
product 
markets, 
which could be affected in war­ 
time. 
A glowing peacetime prosperity 
is far better for the stock market 
in a whole than any excitement 
over world tensions. 
As for Cuba itself, most Ameri 
can 
companies 
doing 
business 
there have seen their investments 
seized or have lost their markets 
for the time being. Many others 
are getting their raw 
materials 
elsewhere. The big import from 
the island, sugar, is now bought 
from other lands. 
So the big impact of the Cuban 
and Laotian troubles isn’t on trade 
but on what it might do to Ameri­ 
can 
defense 
spending 
in 
the 
months ahead. T hat’s what the 
stock 
market 
is 
assessing, 
and 
what manufacturers are trying to 
guess.

ADDIS ABABA. Ethiopia (AP) 
—Hidden away in the wilds of 
northern Ethiopia lives a mysteri­ 
ous tribe who call themselves the 
"House of Israel." but who speak 
no Hebrew and do not know the 
meaning of the word Jew. 
Living in a remote and almost 
inaccessible 
mountain 
r e g i o n 
north of Lake Tana, these people 
are known in Ethiopia as "Fala 
shas" but often are called ‘‘black 
Jews. 
Their scriptures 
are the 
Old Testament and their religious 
practices those prescribed in the 
Pentateuch, the first five books of 
the Bible. 
They call themselves "Sons of 
Abraham" and ‘House of Israel” 
and have a priestly system simi­ 
lar to that of primitive Judaism. 
Does this 
mean the falashas 
are a long lost Hebrew tribe who 
in the dim past went into seclusion 
in Et hiopia ? 
If the Falashas should suddenly 
decide to emigrate to Israel—as 
have several other Middle Eastern 
Jewish communities—the state of 
Israel would have to decide offi 
dally whether they are Jews. 


So far, the Falashas have shown 
no 
signs 
of 
moving 
to 
Israel. 
Probably the great 
majority of 
the estimated 25.000 “ black Jew s" 
are not even aware there is a 
state of Israel today. The Israelis 
have 
taken 
seven 
Falashas 
to 
Israel on scholarships, 
and on* 
well educated Falasha is connect­ 
ed with the Hebrew University in 
Jerusalem . 
Like Jews everywhere, the Fal­ 
ashas use the Old Testament as 
their Ribie. They observe rigidly 
the observances and feists pre­ 
scribed in the Pentateuch. They 
strictly observe Saturday as the 
Sabbath. The word Falasha itself 
is 
translated 
"em igrant” 
and 
could imply they are a community 
in exile.

ing. The Sooners were placed on 
indefinite probation a year ago 
because an investigation failed to 
turn up the financial details of a 
recruiting fund that operated from 
1952 to 1954. 
The university couldn’t supply 
the answer; the man who admin­ 
istered the fund wouldn’t open his 
books and the NCAA ruled Okla­ 
homa would have to take the con­ 
sequences until the NCAA council 
could see the figures and decide 
just how badly the rules had been 
fractured. 
A year later tho situation ap­ 
parently is unchanged but there’? 
a feeling in some quarters that 
Oklahoma’s punishment has lasted 
long enough. 
The 
annual 
football 
roaching 
go round appears to be of minor 
importance this year. Only a few 
major jobs are vacant and any­ 
thing that happens here likely will 
be in the nature of preliminary 
conversation.
